In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  town  at  the  last  annual  town 
meeting,  your  Selectmen  have  reduced  the  rate  of  interest  on  all 
interest  bearing  orders  against  the  town,  from  five  to  four  per 
cent,  interest,  by  issuing  orders  at  the  latter  rate  of  interest,  and 
with  them  redeeming  orders  on  five  per  cent,  held  by  those  who 
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were  willing  to  conform  thereto,  and  b}^  hiring  money  at  four  per 
cent,  and  issuing  orders  therefor  at  that  rate  of  interest,  and 
with  the  mone}^  redeeming  all  orders  on  five  per  cent,  held  by 
those  who  were  unwilling  to  exchange  their  orders  for  others 
beaiing  four  per  cent  interest ;  so  that  all  interest  bearing  orders 
against  the  to.wn  are  now  on  four  per  cent,  interest.

The  School  Coininittoe  of  Whitefleld  hereby  respectfully  submit  to 
the  town  their  Annual  Report : 

DISTRICT  NO.  ]— Jamks  FKEBr.K.  Agent. 

Summer  term — Clakarkl  McKindslkv,  teacher.  Whole  nunibet 
uttendin.<>-.  9;  average.  0.  Miss  McKindsley  here  for  the  first  time  acted 
in  the  caj)acity  of  teaclier.  Tlie  school  a|)|)ear('d  very  interested  and  or- 
derly. The  teacher's  mode  of  instruction  was  attractive,  interesting 
and  full  of  energy.  The  improvement  made  by  the  scholars  duiing  the 
term  was  such  as  to  uwvl  the  leasonablc  expectations  of  all. 

Winter  term— Frank  Asiikohd,  of  Windsor,  teach(!r.  Mr.  A.  is  a 
teacher  of  experience.  His  scliool  was  suiall  when  visited  at  the  close. 
Those  present  showed  good  improvement.  Whole  number  attending 
school,  22 ;  average,  12. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2— Geo.  Marsox.  Agent. 

Summer  term — jMiss  Carrie  E.  Dinton.  teacher.  Whole  number 
attending,  21;  average.  18.  This  was  Miss  D.'s  first  effort  in  teaching, 
and  we  think  slie  di(l  good  work.  The  scholars  were  prompt,  and  inter- 
ested in  their  books. 

Winter  term — John  Welch,  of  riallowcll,  teacher.  Whole  number 
attending,  20;  average.  IS.  This  school  was  under  the  care  ot  a  teacher 
who  was  eminently  (jualiiied  in  a  literary  i)oint  of  view,  being  a  student 
of  Rates  College.  \Vhen  we  visited  the  school  the  teacher  ajipeared  to 
be  interested  and  faithfid  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  We  did  not 
have  a  chance  to  visit  the  sclutol  at  the  close;  but  from  the.  two  visits 
made,  one  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  and  another  near  the  middle,  we 
can  say  it  was  a  term  of  pi'otlt,  and  one  long  to  be  remembered  by  the 
district.  A  class  of  twelve  attended  to  writing,  and  marked  iniprove- 
ment  was  made  in  this  branch. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3— James  Doyle,  Agent. 
Summer  term — Miss  j\Iary  J.  Malaney,  of  NVindsor.  teacher.  Miss 
M.  is  a  young  teacher,  but  she  conducted  her  school  in  a  systematic 
manner.  The  scholais  were  interested  in  their  recitations,  therefore 
they  passed  an  examination  satisfactory.  Whole  number  attending,  11 ; 
average.  9. 

Winter  term — Miss  Mary  J.  ^Malaney.  teacher.  The  district  re- 
quested the  agent  to  again  engage  Miss  M.  to  teach  the  wintei-  term.  ^Ve 
found  at  each  visit  the  teacher  and  scholars  actively  engaged  in  the  du- 
ties of  the  school-room.  The  scholars,  appreciating  th^ir  teacher's 
efforts,  made  rapid  progress ;  therefore  the  school  was  profitable.  Fif- 
teen neat  writing  books  were  shown  us.  Whole  number  attending,  21; 
average,  17. 
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DISTRICT  XO.  4— ErnvARD  Tibbetts,  Agent. 

Summer  term — Miss  Mary  Cook,  teaehei-.  Whole  number  attending, 
20;  average,  15.  Miss  C.  manifested  a  good  interest  in  her  school,  and 
did  good  work  for  a  beginner.    Tliis  school  was  a  successful  one. 

Winter  term — Miss  Susie  N".  Plummek.  teacher.  Miss  Plummer  is  so 
well  known  as  a  t'^^acher.  that  to  make  any  comments  on  her  success  is  un- 
necessary. She  always  ])rings  out  new  features  in  teaching,  which  keeps 
her  pupils  active  and  interested,  and  which  always  secures  the  best  im- 
provement in  study.  Scholars  were  admitted  from  other  districts,  which 
increased  the  rank  and  progress  of  this  school. 

DISTPJCT  no.  5— Walter  Heath,  Agent. 

Summer  term — Miss  Susie  N.  Plum.aier,  teacher.  Miss  Plummer  is 
a  thorough  scholar  and  successful  teacher.  She  possesses  an  unrivalled 
faculty  for  governing  a  school.  Here  we  found  several  small  scholars, 
bright  and  active,  who  were  thorough  in  whatever  they  undertook,  lay- 
ing a  foundation  for  a  practical  education.  We  pronounce  this  school  a 
success.    Whole  number  attending  school,  20;  average,  18. 

Fail  term — Free  HUjh  ISchool.  William  B.  Small,  of  Lewiston. 
Principal,  assisted  by  F.  Leola  Chisam  and  MxVGOie  B.  Harlow. 
Number  attending.  48  ;  average  40.  Teachers  and  scholars  labored  to- 
gether f  )r  ten  weeks,  and  made  the  school  a  success.  Mr.  Small  main- 
tained the  best  of  discipline,  and  taught  a  thoi'oughly  good  school.  We 
hope  to  meet  Mr.  S.  in  ouj"  schools  again.

Number  attending.  24 ;  average^  IS.  ^[r.  E.  labored  hard,  devoting  con- 
siderable time  out  of  school  to  some  of  his  classes,  and  his  eflbrts,  com- 
bined with  an  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  rhe  scholars  to  learn,  made 
this  a  term  of  profit. 

DISTRICT  NO.  G.— Frank  Richardson,  Agent. 

Summer  term — F.  Leola  Chisam.  teacher.  Whole  number  attending, 
4;  average,  3.  Miss  C.  has  taught  this  schoool  on  previous  occasions 
with  good  success,  and  this  term  was  none  the  less  prosperous.  Al- 
though the  school  was  sniall  and  the  scholars  young,  the  improvement 
was  good. 

Fall  term — Miss  Estella  M.  Heath,  teacher.  Miss  H.  here  begun 
her  laboi-s  as  teacher,  and  manifested  a  desire  to  benefit  her  pupils. 
Her  manner  of  conducting  recitations  showed  good  ability  for  a  teacher. 
The  school  is  so  small  it  is  hard  for  a  teacher  to  create  and  sustain  an 
interest.

Summer  term — Herbert  E.  Heath,  teacher.  Whole  number  attend- 
ing. 10;  averages.  We  congratulate  the  agent  of  this  district  in  secur- 
ing the  services  of  Mr.  H.  who  is  a  teacher  of  successful  experience. 
At  the  commencement  of  ihe  term  the  school  appeared  well,  the  schol- 
ars manifesting  a  good  (b-gree  of  interest  in  their  school,  and  the  teacher 
labored  hard  for  their  welfare. 

Winter  term — Whole  number  attending,  12;  average.  10.  Again  Mr. 
Heath  took  charge  of  this  school;  and  as  he  was  well  acquainted  with

Summer  and  fall  ternis,  taught  by  Miss  Ahdie  McLain  of  Augusta. 
Miss  M.  did  her  best  to  make  the  schools  ])rofttable.  A  school  cannot 
be  thorough  nor  under  full  discipline  where  scholars  are  kept  from 
school,  excused  or  dismissed  foi-  tbe  most  trivial  reasons,  or  to  gratify 
the  whim  of  the  child.  Souie  improvement  was  seen  in  the  several 
classes,  but  the  order  was  poor.  Whole  number  attending  school,  32 : 
average,  25. 

Winter  term. — Mr.  O.  L.  Beverage,  a  student  of  Watei-ville  College, 
teacher.  IMr.  B.  brought  courage,  energy  and  perseverance  to  his 
work,  and  succeeded  in  having  a  profitable  school,  and  established 
good  order,  despite  the  many  obstacles  which  arise  in  the  path  of  a 
teacher  in  this  district.  We  must  credit  him  with  a  good  education 
and  good  executive  ability.  Tliose  whose  vi-ited  the  school  were 
pleased  with  its  appearance. 

Why  not  engage  Mr.  B.  for  another  winter? 
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DISTRICT  NO.  12— William  H.  Tibbetts,  Agent. 

Summer  term — Miss  Mabel  R.  Ware,  teacher.  Whole  numbei-  at- 
tending. 12 ;  average,  6.  This  was  Miss  Ware's  first  attempt  at  teach- 
ing. She  seemed  very  desirous  in  making  her  services  useful,  and  la- 
bored hard  to  have  a  profitable  school ;  but  we  believe  she  was  not  in. 
her  right  place  in  this  school-room  as  a  teacher,  while  we  have  no 
doubt  if  she  had  been  in  manj^  schools  in  town,  and  used  less  effort,  her 
school  would  have  been  protitable  and  pleasnnt. 

Winter  t*^rm — James  E.  Hubbard,  of  Wilton,  teacher.  Whole  num- 
ber attending,  15 ;  average,  10.  Mr.  H.  is  a  good  scholar,  and  was  well 
qualified  to  teach  this  school;  but  like  the  teacher  in  the  summer  term, 
his  services  were  not  appreciated.  At  the  first  visit  we  found  the  school 
well  organized,  and  the  pi-ospects  apparently  good.  About  the  middle 
of  the  term  we  were  notified  that  trouble  was  infesting  the  school.  We 
immediately  visited  the  school,  one  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  be- 
ing present.  After  an  investigation,  we  came  to  the  following  conclu- 
sion :  1st.  that  some  of  the  scholai  s  attending  were  intent  on  making 
trouble,  without  the  first  shadow  of  cause.  2d.  that  the  parents  did 
not  give  the  teacher  that  support  which  we  deem  necessary.  The 
teacher,  knowing  that  his  services  were  unprofitable  to  the  district,  on 
account  of  irregular  attendance,  closed  the  school  sooner  than  in- 
tended. Good  improvement  M-as  made,  considering  the  flagging  interest 
that  characterized  the  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  13— James  Burns,  Agent. 
Fall  term.  According  to  a  vote  of  the  town,  one  hundred  dollars  was- 
expended  in  this  district  for  a  term  of  Free  School.  Sister  M.  Christlnta 
and  Sister  M.  Stanislaus,  teachers.  The  scholars  appeared  interested 
in  their  work,  and  the  tei  m  was  one  of  pi  oflt.  This  school  was  charac- 
terized by  thoroughness.  A  number  of  scholars  from  other  districts 
attended  this  school,  thus  helping  to  make  a  veiy  interesting  and  profit- 
able term. 

Winter  term — Sister  M.  Christina,  teacher.  Whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 87;  average.  31.  ^I  his  school  sustains  its  former  good  reputation. 
As  a  part  of  their  school  work,  the  scholars  write  compositions  and  let- 
ters; and  at  our  last  visit  a  good  number  read  their  productions,  which 
were  good.  P'oui  teen  neat  writing  books  were  shown  us.  showing  that 
this  branch  had  not  been  neglected.  Through  tlie  efTbrt=^  of  the  teacher 
a  large  class  in  U.  S.  Histoiy  was  organized,  which  did  excellent  work- 
The  examinations  in  all  the  branches  taught  were  good, 

DISTRICT  NO.  14.— R.  S.  Partridge.  Agent. 

Summer  term — Miss  Delta  Turner,  teacher.  .  Whole  number  attend- 
ing school.  13 ;  average  10.  Miss  T.  is  a  thorough  scholar,  and  possesses 
a  good  faculty  for  imparting  knowledge  to  her  pupils.  We  think  she 
did  not  come  up  to  her  foi  iiier  reputati;;n  in  tiiis  school.  There  was- 
lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  and  scholars,  therefore  the 
school  was  not  as  satisfactory  as  we  exp;  cted. 

Fall  teA-m—Free  High  >Sc/? oo?— Taught  by  Mr.  Carl  A.  Scott,  of  Bath, 
as  Principal,  assisted  by  Mr.  Edmijnd  K.  T.eary.  'J'he  teachers  were 
earnest,  systematic.  3^oung  men.  They  awakened  a  lively  interest  in: 
this  school.  The  spirit  of  the  teachers  was  ])laiul y  seen  in  all  the  recita- 
tions. There  were  a  number  of  scholars  admitted  from  Jefferson,  mak- 
ing the  classes  larger  and  more  interesting.  The  progi-ess  was  very 
marked  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest  class. 

Winter  term — Lore  H.  Ford,  teacher.  ]Str.  F.  has  always  been  very 
successful  in  his  school.  In  this  district  we  find  diligent  scholars  and 
the  result  is  good  interest  and  good  improvement.  Order  extra.  Whole 
number  attending.  18 ;  average,  12. 
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DISTPJCT  NO.  15.— Frank  Morse,  Jr.,  Agent. 

Summer  term — Miss  Mary  L.  Kelley,  of  Pittston.  tejieher.  Miss  K. 
is  a  young  teacher  of  good  ability.  Slie  conducted  her  school  well  and 
profitably.    Order  good.    Whole  number  attending,  ]2;  average,  10. 

Winter  term — Jarvis  AVoods,  teacher.  Whole  number  attending,  10; 
average  9.  Mr.  Woods  here  commenced  the  duties  of  teacher.  Mr.  W. 
is  smart,  self-reliant,  and  manifests  an  adaption  for  teaching.  At  our 
first  visit  we  found  the  school  well  classed  and  under  good  discipline; 
therefore,  we  had  expected  it  would  be  one  of  interest  and  profit.  At 
the  last  visit  we  were  not  disappointed,  for  we  found  the  scholars  active, 
studious  and  orderly, and  they  gave  perfect  satisfaction  in  all  the  branches 
pursued.  A  smarter  class  in  arithmetic,  ages  considered,  cannot  be 
found  m  town. 

DISTRICT  NO.  IC— TlOBERT  Henry,  Agent. 

Summer  term — Isabella  M.  Keating,  teacher.  Whole  number  attend- 
ing, 29;  Jiverage,  26.  Miss  K.  is  an  experienced  and  successful  teacher, 
who  laigely  shares  the  confidence  of  the  district,  having  previously 
taught  the  school.  She  conducted  her  school  with  energy  and  tact,  and 
in  a  manner  thi  oughout  that  was  beneficial  to  rll  under  her  charge. 
The  discipline  was  commendable,  and  all  the  recitations  at  the  closing 
examination  were  prompt  and  thorough,  showing  not  only  that  good  in- 
struction had  been  given,  but  that  all  the  scholars  had  availed  them- 
selves of  the  services  of  a  faithful  teacher. 

Winter  term — James  Devine,  teacher.  Whole  numl)er  attending,  26; 
average,  18.  This  school  had  the  advantage  of  an  exi)erienced  teacher 
and  one  who  knew  the  needs  of  the  school,  having  taught  six  terms  in 
this  district  before.  The  scholars  at  the  close  of  the  term  passed  an  ex- 
amination creditable  to  theuiselves  Jind  teai'her.  We  werv  shown  twelve 
neat  writing  books  which  added  nmch  to  the  progress  of  the  school. 


CONCLUSION. 

Our  schools  for  the  most  part  have  been  succ(^ssful.  yet  some  have  not 
hardly  come  up  to  our  expectations.  This  has  l')een  in  some  instances 
the  fault  of  the  teachers  and  in  others  due  more  to  want  of  suppoit  by 
the  parents.  No  teacher  can  succeed  fully  in  teaching  a  child  without  « 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  parents.  If  some  of  the  parents  in  town 
would  take  more  interest  in  visiting  the  schools  and  less  interest  in  crit- 
icising what  they  virtuallj^  know  nothing  about  until  they  do  visit  them, 
their  children  would  take  more  interest  in  their  schools  and  conduct 
themselves  more  ci'editably  than  they  now  do.  Do  not  condemn  ii  school 
until  you  visit  it  and  find  something  to  condemn.  Many  little  matters 
can  be  cleared  up  by  calling  on  the  teacher  in  a  friendly  manner  and 
give  better  feelings  to  both  parties. 

Some  of  our  teachers  confine  themselves  too  much  to  books.  They 
should  give  more  practical  instruction,  calling  the  attention  of  the  schol- 
ars to  what  is  passing  around  thtm.  The  matter  of  adopting  the  tow^n 
system  will  be  brought  before  the  town,  and  we  sincerely  hope  it  may 
be  adopted.  The  scholars  in  town  have  equal  rights  and  should  have 
equal  privileges  to  attend  school.  By  tlie  district  system  all  the  schol- 
ars cannot  have  the  same  amount  of  schooling;  hy  the  tow'n  S3'Stera  they 
may.  Some  of  the  scholars  would  have  farther  to  go  to  school  and  on 
the  other  hand  would  have  longer  and  better  schools  to  attend.  We 
have  in  town  a  number  of  small  districts  in  which,  if  the  town  system  is 
not  adopted,  some  change  ought  to  be  made. 

Considerable  ought  to  be  done  to  make  our  school  buildings  comfort- 
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able,  and  if  the  town  had  the  matter  in  charge  instead  of  the  districts, 
we  think  it  would  be  done  sooner  and  better. 

There  have  been  taught  in  town  two  terms  of  Free  High  School  and 
one  term  of  Free  School,  which  have  been  of  great  advantage  to  the 
scholars  attending,  as  it  gives  our  scholars  an  opportunity  of  getting  a 
better  education  than  our  common  schools  aftbrd.  Eleven  terms  of 
school  have  been  taught  in  town  the  past  year  by  teachers  who  have  had 
the  advantage  of  attending  these  schools.  This  shows  the  advantages 
of  a  Free  High  School.  Thus  fellow  townsmen  it  lies  in  your  power  to 
say  whether  we  shall  have  the  High  School  and  educate  our  own  teach- 
ers, or  patronize  those  towns  which  have  the  High  Schools.
